The uaitie of the wo­ 
man was not learned, but it is 
thought that the mao who was killed 
was a much younger man than her 
husband. 
Postmaster ingersoil received a 
telegram later, 
however, from 
Coroner Williams of Minneapolis, re­ 
questing him to notify the father of 
young Wablhufter of his son ’s death 
in Minneapolis. There is a man by 
that name who gets his mail 
in this city, but who lives out 
at Missionn Lake,and as soon as pos­ 
sible he will be notified. Of course 
it is not known that the man is the 
father of the young man w ho was 
killed but the matter will la* taken 
up and investigated and if Wahlhtif 
ter has u soil down in Minne­ 
apolis lie wid probably go down and 
view the remains. 
The following was taken from lust 
night's Journal: 
The young man w ho was killed on 
a St. Anthony )*ark bridge by a 
Northern Pacific train yesterday 
tnoruiag was C. A. Walhufter, ac­ 
cording to information received this 
afternoon by Coroner Williams. 
There was nothing on the dead titan ’s 
body to iudicate what his name was 
or where' he lived, save a note which 
told that his father's home was in 
Brainerd, and a bottle of medicine 
that had been 
a Coroner Williams telegraphed Mr. 
Briggs last night, giving him the 
number of the prescription. Today 
the druggist answered that the pre­ 
scription had been put up for a man 
who gave his name as C. A. Walhaf­ 
ter. Dr. Williams ha* telegraphed 
the Brainerd authorities, but has re 
ceived no word that the Wal buffers 
are known there. The body of the 
young man is still at the morgue. 
It is now ascertained that the young 
man who was killed in Minneapolis a 
few days ago by a train is the son of 
C. H. Walhufter, who lives out near 
Mission Iatke. This morning after 
Postmaster Ingersoil got the above 
telegram W. A. Smith, of the Pine 
River conn try, came in and on being 
questoned about the matter, he was 
sure that the young man killed was 
the son oí C. H. Walhufter. He 
knows the family well and knew the 
young man who was killed. He 
states the young man left some time 
ago for Minneapolis, and that the old 
gentleman expected to go down in a 
short time to make his home there. 
Mr Smith got u rig and sent word 
out to the old gentleman this mom* 
itig, and in all probability the latter 
will go down to Minneapolis tonight 
to identify the boy and bring hint 
home again. There is one other son 
at home. The old mao is considered 
quite well todo. 


CROW WING S POPULATION. 


She Has 2,Wf Native W hite Voters—An 
Interesting Feature of Latest 
Census Bulletin. 
An ic teres ting feature of the latest 
census bulletin on Minnesota is the 
table showing the distr iburion of the 
state's new citizens. Among males 
of voting age, the foreign born exceed 
the native born, having 51.4 percent 
of the total. Says t he Minneapolis 
Journal. Only 20.fi per cent are na­ 
tive born of native parents, while 
27.1 are native bom, but with one or 
both parents foreign born. The re­ 
mainder, .0 of 1 per cent, are colored 
and with tie exception of a few 
Chinese and Japanese, are native 
born negroes and Indians. 
An analysis by congressional dis­ 
tricts shows the foreign born exceed 
the native born in three districts', 
the seventh, eight and ninth, leaving 
out a large' n n m be r of “ u it known," 
probably for the most part foreign 
boro. 
A prejiared table shows the 
numl*er of males over 21 in each 
county and congressional district, 
divided into: Native whites, native 
colored, foreign boro natura lized, 
foreign born who have taken out first 
papers and “unknown.** Comparison 
with the map will show that the 
foreign born population predominates 
in the new counties of the north and 
west. The eighth district, which in­ 
cludes the iron range, ha* a very 
large proportion of aliens. 
Crow Wing county has 2 
native 
whites, 7 native colored, 1,285 natur­ 
alised, 324 first papers, Ifio aliens 
and
